Jews Need 
Permits to 
Leave Homes 


BERLIN. (A*)—The government 
carried its sweeping anti-Jewish 
campaign a step further today 
with the publication of an order 
empowering the police to tell Ger¬ 
man Jews when they may or may 
not leave their homes and where 
they may or may not go. 

The regulation appeared in the 
Reich’s Gesetzblatt (official ga¬ 
zette) under the heading, "police 
order regarding the appearance of 
Jews in public.” 

It was explained the order #.ro- 
vided a “legal basis” for yester¬ 
day’s decree forbidding Jews to 
appear on the streets during eight 
hours on the day of national soli¬ 
darity Dec. 3. 


STOCKTON. (A*>—Fire, possibly 
started by a pyromanlac, broke 
out early today in the Stockton 
State hospital. Which houses 4000 
patients, and many inmates fled 
before the blaze was controlled 
with loss estimated at $40,000. 

All but six of the inmates later 
were captured, and Sheriff Har¬ 
ley O’Dell said he thought the 
J\''.ers would be apprehended soon. 

One of the missing Inmates was 
described as of the suicidal typs, 
but none was dangerous. 

Hospital attaches said the insti¬ 
tution was dangerously over¬ 
crowded. and reported Governor- 
elect Culbert L. Olson was to visit 
the hospital to study the condi¬ 
tions. 

The hospital’s population Is 4000, 
which attaches said was 33 per 
cent more than Its normal ca¬ 
pacity. 

There were 353 patients in the 
wing where the fire was discov¬ 
ered, and 1025 in that bui'ding. 
’The wing occupants were le.1 to 
safety and placed in a barbed wire 
“bull pen," from which several 
managed to flee. 

Reports said the escapees wore 
only night gowns, but Leonard El- 
well, one of the inmates, was at¬ 
tired In a regulation hospital suit 
when he was taken from a West¬ 
ern Pacific freight train at Marys¬ 
ville. He offered no resistance. 


SACRAMENTO. (A>l—Governor- 
elect Culbert Olson added two 
members to his official family to¬ 
day, naming E. W. Wilson state 
superintendent of banks and 
George G. Kidwell members and 
chairman of the industrial accident 
commission. 

Both are San Franciscans. Wil¬ 
son, originally a lawyer, has been 
a banker. Kidwell has been a 
member of the San Francisco 
labor council, an official of the 
bakery drivers’ union and arbitra¬ 
tor in labor Jisputes. 

Wilson replaces Friend W. 
Richardson, former Republican 
governor and Meriam appointee as 
bank superintendent, a post which 
pays $10,000 a year. 

Kidwell will take the commis¬ 
sion membcr.ship now held by 
Charles A. Son, whose term ex¬ 
pires Jan. 15. His designation as 
chairman, a position now held by 
Timothy A. Reardon, adds a 
thousand dollars a year to the 
$5000 which i.s paid a member. 
Reardon continues as a member 
of the commission merely relin- 
guishing the chairmanship and the 
directorship of the department of 
industrial relations. 

Olson announced at today’s press 
conference he will leave for Los 
Angeles Friday night for a con¬ 
ference Saturday with Governor- 
Elect Jones of Arizona and mem¬ 
bers of his r.taff.

Lcwi.s, CIO chieftain, told the sen¬ 
ate profit .sharing committee today 
that maintenance of high stand¬ 
ards of living through collective 
bargaining ’ ■ the best possiljle 
guarantee of Industrial expansion 
and profits. 

"Labor’s disillusioned experience 
in regard to profit .sharing plans,” 
the bushy haired labor leader as¬ 
serted, "has been that they have 
been used as a device to avoid 
the payment of an immediate 
decent wage and made labor de¬ 
pendent on haphazard industrial 
and financial policies of manage¬ 
ment.” 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia. HP )— 
Dr. Emil Hacha, formerly head of 
the superme court administratio'!, 
was elected third president of 
Czechoslovakia by the national 
assembly meeting in parliament 
house today. 

Being the only candidate, nis 
election was mere formality.

CRACKUP LAID 
TO 'TOO GOOD' 
RADIO GUIDE 

SAN FRANCISCO. (^—A score 
of coast guardsmen risked a haz- 
j ardous descent along hundreds of 
I feet of rocky cliff today to search 
I for the bodies of five persons lost 
I after a passenger plane had made 
' a forced landing in the seething 
I surf 35 miles northwest of the 
I Golden Gate. 

High above the water, watch¬ 
ers could see part of the plane’s 
fuselage—all that remained of 
the United Airliner—hammering 
; against the rocks. 

Only two persons survived. Four 
men and a young woman met 
death, apparently through a 
strange hazard to aviation. 

Officials gravely studied the 
■ queer phenomenon of "too good” 
' radio reception which so confused 
the pilot of a Seattle San Fran¬ 
cisco United Airlines plane he 
became lost and had to bring the 
transport down on the sea when 
it ran out of gasoline. One said 
the phenomenon had occurred just 
three times, and never before had 
cause I an accident. 

Added to the grief of the five 
victim.s’ families was the knowl¬ 
edge that had the plane occu¬ 
pants remained in the cabin in¬ 
stead of scrambling to the top of 
the fuselage "for safety,” they 
probably would have reached .shore 
without injury.

EXPANSION Of 
DEMAND URGED 
'BYC.C.IEAGUE 

Tremendous sales power of ad¬ 
vertising was credited today with 
Increasing orange sales from 30,- 
000 cars to 75,000 cars a year— 
and it was recommended as one 
way to pull the citrus grower out 
of his present predicament. 

C. C. Teague of Santa Paula, 
president of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, said last night 
In a radio address that “our two 
immediate needs are proratlon 
and the expansion of consumer de¬ 
mand.” 

PRORATE TEMPORARY 

Teague, who in two previous ra¬ 
dio talks had stressed the value of 
proration as the only way of con¬ 
trolling bumper citrus crops, 
turned last night to the problem 
of increasing demand to the grow¬ 
er can dispose of his crop. 

'T have pointed out,” he said, 
"that supply and demand set the 
price. The prorate will regulate 
supply to demand and give us a 
living return. It will relieve our 
situation. 

"But relief is only temporary. 
We must go farther. We must 
remedy overproduction. We must 
build demand to the point where 
it will absorb these heavier crops 
at a fair price to all. 

IT’S OLD, OLD FIOHT 

"... We have had the sama 
fight more than once before and 
we have always come out on top. 
This year we sold nearly 75,000 
cars of oranges. We would laugh 
at a matter of selling a mere 
6000. But it was only 45 years 
ago that a 6000-car crop almost 
wrecked the California industry. 
The condition of the growers was 
even worse than now. 

"It was then that the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange was 
formed. It brought orderly, co¬ 
operative distribution to the in¬ 
dustry—such as we now need on a 
larger scale through the prorate. 
Thus a place was made for much 
bigger crops. 

DE3IAND GROWS 

"By 1907 we were shipping 30,- 
000 cars a year—and we were 
in trouble again . . . The exchange 
growers decided to test the force 
of the strange power called ad¬ 
vertising . . . Results were so 
gratifying that the work was con¬ 
tinued and expanded. 

“The per capita con.sumptlon of 
oranges has increased two and 
one-half times in the 30 years 
since , , . If we can increase our 
demand from 80,000 cars a year 
to 75,000, we can lift It still far¬ 
ther. The time will come when 
we regard a 75,000-car crop with 
the same complacency that we 
think of a 30,000-car crop today. 
And the more growers than join 
the movement to Increase demand, 
the sooner that time will come. 
PRODUCTION DOUBLED 

”... It is difficult for growers 
here in the West to get the full 
feeling of Sunklst advertising’s 
tremendous pull. It Is difficult be¬ 
cause we see little of It . , . Sun- 
kist advertising is concentrated 
where the Sunklst fruit is sold. 

"The apple growers and others 
have found what happens when 
consumer education is neglected.

In a period of about 15 years our 
California - Arizona orange ship¬ 
ments have nearly doubled . . . 
It will take us time to catch up. 

STRENGTH IN UNION 

“Until we catch up we must 
match supply to demand through 
proprate. But we must fight more 
vigorously than ever to bring the 
demand in step with the supply. 

“No one grower can do it. The 
Mutual Orange Distributors and 
the American Fruit Growers give 
little or no help although they 
will readily admit that they get 
some of the benefit. Only when 
the great mass of growers join 
together, as in the exchange, can 
this work be done. 

"... Fellow grower®, our two 
immediate needs are propration 
I and the expansion of consumer 
demand. The means of getting 
this expansion are already set up 
in the industry’s great, grower- 
owned cooperative. The cost of 
this vital work is returned over 
and over again. The more we 
help, the more citrus fruit we can 
sell. 

“In your own interest, I ask 
you to forget prejudice and add 
your weight to the program spon¬ 
sored by the vast majority of your 
neighboring growers ..."

"He said over in the jail that 
he didn’t mean to kill him," said 
Mrs. Lewis. "He said he just 
wanted to teach him a lesson.” 

Dilll’-ger was fatally wounded 
last June 26 by a slug from a 
30-30 rifle in the hands of Cal¬ 
houn. The defendant claims he 
WM “unconscious” at the time he 
fired the shot, and is being tried 
on his plea of not guilty. Should 
he be convicted, he will be tried 
again on his plea of not guilty by 
reason of Insanity.

Some 
fail to carry needed safety equip¬ 
ment; for example, sometimes 
boats put out to sea with four or 
five persons aboard and lifesaving 
equipment for only one person. 

« • • 

At Newport Harbor, craft which 
can run safely inside the haven of 
the bay, but which cannot stand 
the buffeting of the ocean waves, 
are watched closely, are turned 
back at the harbor mouth if 
equipment isn’t up to standard. 

« * * 

This means business for marine 
hardware stores, of which there 
are only two in Orange county— 
one in Newport, the other at Bal¬ 
boa. Marine hardware stores are 
unlike other hardwares—they’re 
fUled with strange do-dads, boat 
parts, special fittings, hundreds of 
curious-shaped devices which even 
seasoned skippers can’t remember 
by the correct terms. 

• V * 

‘The Marine Hardware at Balboa 
caters to small craft of every de¬ 
scription, including motorboats 
and small yachts. Parts are car¬ 
ried for any of the boats now lo¬ 
cated at the harbor. 

• • * 

A line of safety equipment is 
important because the law is 
strict, provides heavy fines for 
failure to have on board the equip¬ 
ment needed. Fire extinguishers 
must be carried, should be of 
proper size and style to protect 

fully the boat. 

« * * I 

Besides having fire extinguish¬ 
ers in stock, the marine hardware 
has instructions on ways to pre¬ 
vent disastrous boat fires. These 
include: 

1. Install tsoline tank so that 
it may be fi..ecl only from on deck. 

2. Make sure there are no leaks 
in the pipe lines or tank. 

3. See that every carburetor is 
equipped with an efficient flame 
arrester, backfire trap or similar 
device. 

4. Have a drip pan, screened 
with fine mesh fire gauze, under 
each carburetor, large enough and 
■o placed that every drop of gaso¬ 
line which may escape will be 
caught. 

5. Bilges should be well venti¬ 
lated. Gasoline vapors are heavy, 
■inking to the bilge at once, and 
are highly inflammable. A spark 
may cause vapors to ignite. 

6. If gasoline does get on the 
boat, extinguish al’. fires immed¬ 
iately, permit no smoking, and 
don’t start an engine until all gas¬ 
oline is removed. 

« « • 

So out of the ordinary is the 
stock of the marine hardware that 
other hardwaremen all over the 
county visit there to see what it 
la like. About the only articles 
they can recognize are the cus¬ 
tomary nuts and bolts. 

* * * 

Boats require plenty of paints 
and varnish, lots of brasswork. 
Galvanized bolts and much bronze 
are used to prevent rusting. 

* * * 

An assortment of marine lights 
must be kept on hand. Some such 
lights can be converted into lights 
for the home to create a nautical 
effect. 

• * * 

There are countless flags, in¬ 
cluding international signal flags, 
yacht club flags and flags used by 
fishermen to signal the type of 
catch they made. There are no re¬ 
quirements for fishermen to do 
this—it’s just an old custom. 

• • • 

A marine hardware just could 
not be marine without lifesaving 
jackets. They’re made according 
to requirements of the United 
States steamboat inspectors. Some 
jackets are made from cork, 
others from a buoyant fiber called 
kapoc. 

• • • 

Kapoc is used especially for 
pleasure boats because they look 
like and can be used as seat cush- 
iona 

• • • 

Boats often scrape off the paint 
when they bump against the dock. 
So the marine hardware carries 
"boat bumpers” or fenders. These 
are made from cork, kapoc or 
sponge rubber. Shock absorbers 
are also in stock, these being made 
of sponge rubber. 

• • • 

A couple bumpers hung over the 
side keep the p^t Intact, as well 
as protect the dock. 

* * * 

Naturally, there’s plenty of mi- 
chors. An are built in the tradi¬ 
tional shape, with the upturned 
prongs. ’The sharp prongs are to 
catch in the ocean floor when the 
boat drifts. Anchors come in all 
sizes. For small boats they range 
from five pounds to 125 pounds. 
(For ocean liners, anchors weigh 
several tons, but that’s another 

story.) 

• • • 

Most part of the trade comes 
from the owners of small, "one- 
horse” motorboats that require 
lots of attention and “dressing 

up."

VOTERS BEAT 
BOND ISSUES 
IN SEAL BEACH 

SEAL BEACH.—Lacking the 
two-thirds majority by margins of 
47 and 60 votes, both measures in 
a $150,000 development program 
were defeated by the voters here 
yesterday. 

The measure calling for con¬ 
struction of a bridge across the 
Anaheim Landing channel at a 
cost of $75,000 received 227 yes, 
against 183 no votes, lacking 47 
votes of obtaining the necessary 
two-thirds majority for bond is¬ 
sues. 

'The proposal calling for an $80,- 
000 public park on both sides of 
the municipal pier received 211 
years, against 195 no votes, which 
fell short of the two-thirds ma¬ 
jority by 60 votes. 

All local precincts were con¬ 
solidated into one voting place at 
the city hall for the special elec¬ 
tion, which brought out slightly 
less than a 50 per cent vote. There 
are 850 registered voters in Seal 
Beach. 

It was the second bond issue to 
come before the voters during the 
past eight months. Early in the 
year they approved bonds for a 
$100,000 municipal pier, now under 
construction. 

Whether further action will be 
taken on the $150,000 bond issue 
for the bridge and public park 
probably will be decided at a city 
council meeting tomorrow night, 
officials said.

The Roger W. Babson article of 
Nov. 5, which was devoted to lam¬ 
basting old age pension programs 
in general, and particularly the 
Townsend Plan, will receive my 
attention again tonight 

His article included some 
thought-producing facts as well .'iS 
criticism, which was meant to be 
destructive to the faith of Ameri¬ 
can voters favoring the Townsend 
Plan. I will first give credit to 
Mr. Babson for having said a 
mouthful when he Intimates by ’he 
following statistics that the prob¬ 
lem of old age security is by no 
means a diminishing one. He says: 

"Tlie rate of increase of the 
population of the United States is 
declining. This means that the 
percentage of "oldsters” is mount¬ 
ing, and will continue to mount 
from now on. In 1900 only 31 
per cent of the population was 
older than 65. In 1920 this fig¬ 
ure reached 4.9 per cent, and In 
the last 18 years It has jumped to 
8.5 per cent. This percentage will 
continue to mount very rapidly 
from now on. Furthermore, in 
respect to a percentage of voters— 
rather than of population—the 
proportion of people over 65 is 
much greater. Moreover, under 
the new Wage Euid Hour law It 
may be increasingly difficult for 
old people to secure jobs.” 

Apparently Mr. Babson is not 
against providing security for the 
old people on the basis of some¬ 
thing similar to that which Is rep¬ 
resented under the present la- 
tional law, for at another place in 
his article he says: "There Is no 
question that our old folks should 
be taken care of. 1 think that the 
Federal Old Age Pension program 
is all right.” He follows with this 
further comment: "Those who 
contribute toward their own old 
age assistance are entitled to such 
help. The idea of pensions for re¬ 
ward of service is splendid, hut 
certainly not for indifference or 
waste.” 

If Mr. Babson had ever anal¬ 
yzed the Townsend Plan he never 
would have written his Nov. 5 
article. Almost his every state¬ 
ment shows a total ignorance of 
the fundamental principles of the 
plan. 

Whether Mr. Babson knows it 
or not, his quoted statements 
prove conclusively that there must 


be national study given to the old 
age problem, and also economic 
adjustment comparable to the 
shifting trends of the nation’s 
population. It might be illunii- 
nating to Mr. Babson if he were 
told that the Townsend Plan came 
into being and the movement has 
assumed its present large pro^r- 
tions because of a recognition giv¬ 
en by Dr. Townsend and his move¬ 
ment to the very problems which 
Mr. Babson outlines. If there had 
not been an old age problem and 
unemployment ones as well there 
would never have been a Town¬ 
send plan. 

Mr. Babson infers that the giv¬ 
ing of generous annuities (pen¬ 
sions, he calls them) to the aged 
woud not be desirable. He indi¬ 
cates that he has but a vague un¬ 
derstanding of what it means to 
the American nation for the work¬ 
ers to toil on through the years 
at meagre wages in the creating 
of the nation’s wealth. He says; 
"The Idea of pensions for reward 
of service is splendid, but certain¬ 
ly not for indifference or waste.” 
Well, for Mr. Babson’s edification 
and others who think as he does 
this column points out that the 
idea connected with the giving of 
Townsend old age annuities is to 
give a proper and just "reward 
of service.” 

Who is better entitled to "re¬ 
ward of service” than an Amer¬ 
ican workingman who toils from 
the age of 20 to that of 60 at 
menial tasks to keep the wolf from 
the door of his home where resides 
his wife and babies?

Circus Horses Wintering at 
El Toro Well Fed and in Fine 
Shape, Declares Dr. Bower 


El Toro’s “suffering circus 
horses” aren’t suffering so you 
could notice it. Matter of fact, 
20 of them are going into the 
movies this week. 

That was the report today of 
Dr. J. H. Bower, county livetsock 
inspector, in answer to a letter 
from an El Toro veterans’ camp 
enrollee published in The Journal 
last week. 

The enrollee had complained 
that the horses were pastured 
where there was no food. 

“There are about 90 horses pas¬ 
tured down near El Toro,” Dr. ! 
Bower told The Journal. “Fifty | 
of them are draft horses and the 
other 40 are performers—and 
there are some fine horses there. 

“They’re not expected to get 
their food from the pasture. 
They’re fed about 25 bales of oat 
and barley hay a day. With the 
exception of three or four—who 
at first couldn’t stand the change 


of diet from alfalfa hay and have 
been cared for since — they are In 
very good condition. Five men 
from the circus are there all the 
time to take care of them. I 
can’t see a thing the matter.” 

The horses belong to the Ha- 
genbeck-Wallace circus, which 
was stranded by legal trouble in 
San Bernardino this year just be¬ 
fore the close of the season. The 
El Toro pasture is “winter quar¬ 
ters” for the horses; the rest of 
the animals are in Baldwin park. 

“If they weren’t in good shape 
the movies wouldn’t look at 
them,” said the inspector. “And 
about 20 of them are going to be 
taken to Hollywood to be in a 
picture the last of this week.”

A mixed jury, after 18 hours’ 
deliberation, last night found Mc¬ 
Donald guilty on a charge of 
punishable by one to ten years 
in prison, for firing three bullets 
which nearly claimed the life of 
the wife of the Kansas City phil¬ 
harmonic orchestra conductor. 

The defendant never batted an 
eye when the verdict was read. 
He had testified he blamed Mrs. 

^ Krueger for breaking up his 
; home. His attorney had argued 
an unnatural friendship existed 
between Mrs. Krueger and his es- 
: stranged wife, Frances, who was 
i employed as governess for the 
Krueger daughter. 

The .shooting victim, member of 
the McCormick harvester family, 
returned on a stretcher to Kan¬ 
sas City with her husband be¬ 
fore the McDonald trial opened. 
"Wounded in the spine, she was 
paralyzed probably for life. 

In an attempt to refute McDon¬ 
ald’s claims, his wife took the wit- 
ne.ss stand but was prevented from 
testifying again.st him because her 
decree of divorce had not become 
final. 

Offering a “blank - mind” de¬ 
fense, McDonald asserted he lost 
consciousness when Mrs. Krueger, 
whom he encountered in front of 
a Hollywood dance studio, told 
him he would never again see his 
wife and their two-year-old baby, 
Emita. 

It was within the court’s dis¬ 
cretion today to dismiss the jury 
and impanel another venire to 
hear McDonald's insanity plea.

Joe Rodgers, "Little Napoleon” 
of the National Nightball league, 
has resigned as manager of the 
Huntingtrai Beach Oilers. 

Skipper of four championship 
teams since taking charge of the 
Oilers in 1933, Rodgers tendered 
his resignation which was accepted 
in a special meeting of the Hunt- 
ing:ton Beach nightball commis¬ 
sion yesterday afternoon. 

MEET AGAIN TUESDAY 

Rodgers, however, will remain 
as president of the commission 
until another meeting next Tues¬ 
day, when 1939 plana of Hunt¬ 
ington Beach will be mapped. 
Other members of the commission 
are Fred Grabe, Art Anderson. 
Harold McVicar and Cliff King. 

Lack of support from Hunting- 
ton Beach fans during the 1938 
season, when the Oilers won their 
fourth title, was cited as Rod¬ 
gers’ reason for resigning . . 
The commissioners probably will 
decide next Tuesday whether 
Huntington Beach will remain in 
the league next season. 

"I definitely am not retiring 
from nightball,” Rodgers said to¬ 
day. “I will be open to other 
offers next week.” 

It was hinted in some quarters 
that Santa Ana’s Stars might 
make a determined bid for Rod¬ 
gers’ services next year. Ray 
(Doc) Smith resigned as manager 
of the Stars at the end of last 
season. 

Asked whether he might sponsor 
a team in the city league in Long 
Beach (his home town), Rodgers 
said he had two offers to go into 
the city league, but indicated he 
would prefer remaining in the Na¬ 
tional Nightball league. 

WON FOUR TITLES 

"They play two seven-inning 
games in the Long Beach City 
league, and I would rather remain 
in the faster National league 
where one nine-inning game is 
played. It’s more like softball,” 
Rodgers commented. 

Rodgers skippered Huntington 
Beach to championships in 1934, 
I ’35, ’36 and ’38. His Oilers lost 
to Torrance in the ’33 playoffs, 
and to Anaheim in the 1937 
Shaughnessy series. 


Two invitational basketball tour¬ 
naments, sponsored by LaVeme 
college and Huntington Beach 
High school, will occupy the time 
of Tustin High school’s cagers be¬ 
tween now and the Christmas hol¬ 
idays.

Wilson has a powerful nuc¬ 
leus to build the Tustin varsity. 

Tustin’s first 10 players, as 
tentatively rated by Coach Wil¬ 
son, are Harold Lilley, John Os- 
terman, Everett Winkler, Joe 
Keirsey, Walt Linker, Marvin 
Lawrence Millard Foster, Jim Os- 
terman, Frank Watanuki and Earl 
Casey. 

“Some of my Class B players 
probably will be good enough to 
play part-time in varsity compe¬ 
tition. but I plan to keep them 
on the Class B team where they 
will see more action,” Wilson ex¬ 
plained.

CHICAGO. (A>l-- Robert C. Zup- 
pke. University of Illinois football 
coach for 26 years, can start work 
on his 1939 eleven today with as¬ 
surance that his critics cannot 
cause his removal.

putedly $6000 a year. 

The trustees admittedly were 
stunned by the proposal.

That meant that Zuppke, the 
old fox of the gridiron, had out- 
maneuvered and defeated critics 
who have been howling for his 
scalp. When the request was 
made for his resignation, he .sur¬ 
prised the athletic board by sign¬ 
ing it, knowing that it must go 
to the trustees at their meeting 
on the eve of the annual Illinois 
football dinner. 

The “Little Dutchman,” as he is 
known on the Illinois campus, was 
elated over the trustees’ decision. 
He spent half of the night an- 
■swering telephone calls from 
alumni in all parts of the country. 
They wanted to assure him of 
their faith in him and his methods. 

“Tm glad the board of trustees 
acted as they did,” Zuppke com¬ 
mented with a grin. “We prob¬ 
ably will have a worse football 
team next year and I wonder if 
the members of the athletic board 
can take it. They will have to 
take it next year. I know that 
I can.”

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Debts And Taxes 

The 20th Century Fund’s staff of economists and 
experts has concluded an ambitious study of the country’s 
debt structure, which is published under the title^ “Debts 
and Recovery.’’ 

The principal finding is that we all—as individuals, 
business concerns and povemment bodies—owe each other 
a lot of money, and that in times of depression the fixed 
interest charges are more than we can bear, and the 
practice of paying off old debts by new borrowings 
breaks down. 

Two recommendations relate to how our present tax 
laws encourage both businesses and governments to go 
into debt. 

« * « 

The federal income tax law, for Instance, permits a 
corporation to deduct interest it pays to bondholders 
from taxable income, but it can’t deduct the dividends—if 
any—it pays to stockholders. The bondholder may get 
a 5 per cent return on his investment—and he is paid 
first—but that income is taxed only once, as personal 
income of the bondholder. But income left for distribu¬ 
tion to stockholders (it may be only a fraction of 1 per 
cent of investment) is taxed first as corporate income 
(running as high as 19 per cent) and then taxed again 
as the personal income of the stockholder. 

This, of course, encourages corporations to borrow 
from Paul and then borrow from Peter to pay Paul, and 
avoid the tax collector. Witness the never-diminished 
debt of our railroads. And it encourages people with cap¬ 
ital to become lenders of money rather than investors in 
enterprise. All of which doesn’t quite make sense in an 
economic system v/hose continued ticking depends upon 
the continued taking of risks. 

Recommendation: Place enterprise income on a bet¬ 
ter basis of ta:; equality with money-lending income.

Why Air Crashes Are News 

If a train and an automobile collide on a crossing, 
and five persons are killed, 500 miles from Santa Ana, 
it’s “worth” about two paragraphs in newspapers here¬ 
abouts. 

But if an airliner is wrecked and five killed in north¬ 
ern California, it’s the story of the day. 

Why? 

The reason is simple. Automobile wrecks throughout 
the nation are more than daily affairs—they happen 
somewhere every minute. 

And yesterday’s tragedy north of San Francisco was 
only the seventh serious airline accident in two years, 
although millions of passenger miles have been flown. 
During those two years 40 passengers and 20 crew mem¬ 
bers have been killed in airline crackups, while the 
nation’s annual highway toll approximates 40,000. 

Most of the airliner wrecks have been on mountain¬ 
sides. Recently a new type of altimeter has been devel¬ 
oped which, it is expected, further will reduce the number 
of such accidents. 

The airlines have established a great record for 
safety—and they will continue to improve it.

NEW YORK—A few weeks ago

but never permit themselves to 
become New Yorkers and never¬ 
theless complain of the non-assim¬ 
ilation of foreigners. The chief 
offender was the late O. O. McIn¬ 
tyre with his dozens of bathrobes 
and his racks of expensive suits in 
a Park avenue apartment, who 
was always picking out on his 
typewriter the notes of “how dear 
to my heart are the scenes of my 
childhood" but didn’t go back to 
Gallipolis until he died and would 
have pined away for the sights and 
sounds and luxuries of New York 
had he ever made the oreak. He 
spoke for thousands of others who 
have settled here and done much 
better than they would have done 
back home but will never tie loose 
from Jones’ Corners of Hickory 
Center in the spiritual sense and 
speak of their old home grounds 
only to disparage New York. 

HE’S N.ATURALIZED 

Had I known that A. J. Llebling 
was writing a book on this sub¬ 
ject from the standpoint of a New 
Yorker 1 might have left the pro¬ 
test entirely to him. for he has 
done it much better in a work 
called “Back Where 1 Came From,” 
which 1 recommend to all mem¬ 
bers of the Indiana society, the 
Minnesota society and of all the 
other American Sudeten groups, 
including the Siwash alumni. I 
am not a native New Yorker, but 
I long ago realized the! the tradi¬ 
tion of heartlessness was false, 
and, perhaps a little against my 
will, became thoroughly natural¬ 
ized, so to speak, forswearing my 
previous devotion to other parts. 

Mr. Liebling, however, is a nat¬ 
ive who says in his opening chap¬ 
ter, “Apology for breathing, 1 have 
no place to go back to. Friends tell 
me of their excitement when the 
train passes from Indiana Into Il¬ 
linois or back again. I am ashamed 
to admit that when the Jerome 
Ave. express rolls Into the 86th St. 
station I have absolutely no re¬ 
action." 

Mr. Liebluig sees New York as 
one of the oldest American places 
which does not live in retrospect 
“like thz; professionally American 
provinces,” but keeps on renewing 
itself so that the past Is perenially 
forgotten. 

BEST MANNERED 

“Native New Yorkers,” he 
writes, “are the best mannered 
people in America; they never 
speak out of turn In saloons be¬ 
cause they have experience in 
group etiquette. Whenever you 
hear a drinker let a blat out of 
him you can be sure he is a recent 
immigrant from the south or mid¬ 
dle west.” 

When I was a cub around here 
I was impressed by the generous 
helpfulness of the older reporters 
on the mass assignments. On ship 
news, the regulars on the run, men 
who knew the tricks and myster¬ 
ies of combing a big ship arriving 
or sailing would go over a boat 
themselves, gather everything 
worth knowing and then sit down 
at a table to trade material. I was 
not only bashful but ashamed to 
comi to these conferences empty 
handed, but any newcomer was al¬ 
ways welcome whether or not he 
had anything of his own to con¬ 
tribute, and Ross Whytock, one of 
the stars of those exacting days 
when the harbor was a very im¬ 
portant point of international 
news, several times singled me out 
for no reason except that he was 
kind and I was plainly dazed, to 
make certain P's! I had missed 
nothing.

BRIGHT MOMENTS 

Charles Stewart Parnell, the 
great Irish statesman, always pro¬ 
fessed the greatest ignorance of 
“book learning,” and admittedly 
did not even luiow • great deal 
about Irish history. On one oc¬ 
casion he was engaged to lecture 
on Irish history at Cork. He laid 
to a friend; “I really do not know 
anything about Irish history. Do 
you have some good books I might 
borrow?” The day of the lecture 
came, and the hour was set for 8 
o’clock.

Science News

If you have heard of the wonder 
throne built for Persian king 
Chosroes the Second, and If you 
doubted that any monarch really 
enjoyed quite so curious a con¬ 
trivance, you need doubt no lon¬ 
ger. 

The king really did have a 
throne that was a pavilion, big 
enough for himself and hundreds 
of his courtiers besides. The whole 
thing really did turn, so that It 
could face the heavens most fa¬ 
vorably In different seasons. And 
it was royally beautiful, and set 
in the midst of a lovely garden. 

The throne itself can never be 
found, because Romans burned it 
when they overthrew the powerful 
Sassanian dynasty of Persian kings 
in the seventh century A. D. But In 
the state museum of Berlin there Is 
a big bronze salver made about 
that time, which is engraved to 
show a building In the center of a 
radiating garden. 

This metal picture has been 
Identified. Dr. Phyllis Ackerman 
of the American Institute of Ira¬ 
nian Art and Archaeology, says It 
represents the lost throne of King 
Chosroes. 

'The engraving shows a pavilion 
with small central dome and four 
comer domes. Such construction 
must have been wood—as the light 
weight throne on its turn-table 
reputedly was. 

A curtain encloses the domed 
area. Near the roof Is a graceful 
arcade, which In winter was also 
curtained, with beaver fur and 
sable, to keep the king warm. His 
nobles sat outside on three col¬ 
umned porches, and took the wea¬ 
ther. 

Dr. Ackerman even points out a 
row of spool-like wheels under the 
building, indicating the mechan- i 
Ism for turning the throne. Horses | 
In a pit beneath pulled It around. | 

Astral symbols pervade the con- | 
struction, visible even In the some¬ 
what sketchy engraving. When 
Chosroes was king, he and the stars ; 
and planets, and fire, and thun- | 
der played leading roles in cere- ' 
monies for which the tantastir 
throne-pavilion provided a perfect i 
setting.

The Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON.—Now that Ja¬ 
pan has swept down the entire 
length of China in her drive to an- 
, nex a new empire, a significant 
piece of hitherto untold history 
can be written. 

Not many people know it, but 
just one year ago, the United 
States was close to taking action 
against Japan — action which 
might have told an entirely dif¬ 
ferent story in the Orient. 

This happened at the time of the 
Panay incident. 

It is an interesting fact that the 
navy had advance notice that some 
incident against American force.s 
was about to take place. They did 
not know it was to be an attack 
on an American gunboat on the 
Yangtse, rather expected a whole¬ 
sale attack on American marine.s 
then guarding Shanghai under 
tense conditions. 

Naval intelligence had received 
word through sources which can¬ 
not be revealed here that the Jap¬ 
anese military were planning a 
test of American public opinion 
and the policy of the Roosevelt 
administration, by deliberately at¬ 
tacking U. S. naval forces. 

Since then, naval and diplo¬ 
matic strategists also have come 
to the conclusion that Germany 
and Italy were in on the secret, 
may actually have had a hand in it. 

Before that time, it will be re¬ 
membered, the dictator countries 
considered American foreign pol¬ 
icy a major question mark. They 
knew they could count on Britain 
and France to talk much but do 
nothing. The United States, how¬ 
ever, they could not gauge. Roose¬ 
velt had just come out at Chicago 
with a speech advocating joint ac¬ 
tion against aggressor nations, and 
there was fear on the part of the 
dictators that the unpredictable 
Mr. Roosevelt might mean bus¬ 
iness. 

NAVY DEMANDS ACTION 
Whatever its background, the 
deliberate bombing of the Panay 
by Japanese army aviators, plus 
the subsequent machine gunning 
by Japanese naval craft, did not 
find the N. S. navy entirely un¬ 
prepared. For a week in advance, 
Admiral Leahy, chief of naval op¬ 
erations, had worked feverishly 
night and day. So when the Panay 
incident occurred, the navy was 
ready for action. 

When the newt broke, Leahy’s 
first move was to go to the state 
department and report his pre¬ 
paredness to Cordell Hull. In Hull’s 
office he found Assistant Secre¬ 
tary Hugh Wilson, now ambassa¬ 
dor to Germany, pacing tlie floor 
and urging that the United States 
tread softly. 

“In two years China will swal¬ 
low up Japan,” he said. “We can’t 
take any risks. Admiral.” 

U. S.-BRITISH BLOCKADE 
What Admiral Leahy had pre¬ 
pared was a plan for a joint block¬ 
ade of Japan by American and 
British forces — the British also 
having been attacked on the Yang¬ 
tse. The general strategy had 
been approved by Hull and Roose¬ 
velt earlier in the year, when they 
contemplated putting the peace 
machinery of the nine power trea¬ 
ty into effect against Japan at the 
Brussels conference. 

Nubbin of the plan was the 
placing of British ships at Singa¬ 
pore, plus U. S. ships at Panama, 
plus the cooperation of Russia at 
Vladivostok. By stationing ships 
M those three tooal points It was 


I po.ssibIe to isolate Japan com¬ 
pletely. 

j Unlike Italy, which was able to 
; beat the sanctions of the League 
' of Nations, Japan is a series of is- 
land-s isolated from the rest of the 
world by long distances. She must 
import her cotton, oil, copper, 
iron and other essential war ma¬ 
terials. Furthermore, distances 
are so great in the Pacific that the 
Japanese fleet could not have 
steamed ail the way to Hawaii or 
Panama to attack the U. S. fleet 
without being annihilated, nor 
' could it have steamed even to 
Singapore without tremendous 
risk. 

“No war game was ever sim¬ 
pler,” Admiral Leahy reported to 
tile president. “We place our fleet 
at Panama and Hawaii. The Brit¬ 
ish place 24 ships at Singapore. 
The Russians have 50 submarines 
at Vladivostok. They send them 
down to harass Japane.se lines of 
communication between Shanghai 
and Naga.saki. 

“The Japanese army cannot live 
without supplies. Chiang Kai- 
Shek is putting up an excellent 
fight. Within three months at 
the mo.st, probably even two, Ja¬ 
pan will be broken economically. 

“We tell the Japanase, ‘We are 
going to blockade you until you 
gel out of China.’ I can guarantee 
that we wilt not lo.se more than 
two ships.” 

Admiral Leahy’s strategy car¬ 
ried weight with the president; 
also with the British They ac¬ 
tually sent word that 16 ships 
were read.v to sail. But It did not 
carry with the state department. 
Public opinion would be critical, 
its officials argued The United 
States should wait until newspaper 
sentiment crystalized in favor of 
more drastic action in the far east, 
“We must wait for the next in¬ 
cident,” one high state depart¬ 
ment official told a confidential 
board of strategy.

SHUTTING OUT HATE ' 

Americans are weighing Repre¬ 
sentative Martin Dies’ charges that 
the New Deal administration has 
opposed and tried to hamper his 
committee investigation of un- 
American activities against the 
judgment of many observers that 
the committee’s procedure has 
been singularly unjudicial, open 
to character assassination and po¬ 
litical harpooning. One upshot 
must be to raise an Inquiry as to 
just what kind of legislation, if 
any, the Dies committee has in 
view to .propose. 

It was recently pointed out by 
Walter Lippmann in connection 
with the case of John Strachey, 
who still seeks entry as a visiting 
lecturer, that the statute involved 
ts one prepared nearly 20 years ■ 
ago, hardly applicable with ex¬ 
actitude to the ideologies which 
threaten democracy today. It for¬ 
bids admission of aliens who teach 
"the overthrow by force or vio¬ 
lence of the government of the I 
United States or all forms of law,” ' 
The platform of the communist 
party In the United States does 
not call for use of force, and a 
communist or fascist from with- i 
out might readily declare that he 
favon, in theory at least, the use 
of the ballot to obtain a legal ma¬ 
jority. 

BEST ANTIDOTE 

But so long as even radical ac¬ 
tivity remains in the realm of ar¬ 
gument and persuasion it ill be¬ 
hooves democracy to move against 
it with force or be the first to' re¬ 
sort to violence. Not only Is it in¬ 
consistent with the democratic tra¬ 
dition to expect to flail notions 
out of men’s heads with a night¬ 
stick, but such attempts at sup¬ 
pression are in the long run In¬ 
effective. A weak cause may thrive 
on martydom. Justice is the best 
antidote for discontent 
Judge William Clark appropri¬ 
ately emphasized this In his de¬ 
cision enjoining Mayor Frank 
Hague from interfering with the 
right of free speech on the part 
of CIO organizers in Jersey (3ity. 

A quarantine, he remarked, may 
apply in the field of physical sci¬ 
ence, but ideas are not "Japanese 
beetles," to be stopped by such 
means. Under the American con¬ 
stitution, he declares, neither a 
city, a state nor the nation may 
banish a citizen even after due 
trial, and the nation may deport
